PRESIDENT OF PERU WILL ADDRESS GW GATHERING SEPTEMBER 27 

President Fernando Belaunde-Terry of Peru will speak 
at the George Washington University in the Dorothy Betts Marvin 
Theatre, Thursday, September 27, at 11:00 a.m. A question 
and answer period will follow his speech. President Belaunde-Terry 
was a professor in the Urban and Regional Planning and History 
departments at GW, where he taught courses in multi-national 
development planning, Third World housing and Latin American 
history from 1973 to 1977. 

He was first elected to the presidency in 1963, having 
gained wide support through the party he founded in 1956, 

Accion Popula|. Working with a coalition government, he reinstated 
the election of municipal governments, and introduced a program 
called "Popular Cooperation," a system of communal work and 
government assistance. 

President Belaunde-Terry was deposed by a military coup 
d'etat in 1968, near the end of his first administration.

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While in exile in the United States, he taught in several 
universities, including GW, which awarded him the title of 
Doctor Honoris Causa in 1979.

STUDY FINDS ONLY SLIGHTEST EVIDENCE OF LIBERAL 
BIAS IN NETWORK NEWS 


An ongoing monitoring of network news coverage of this 
year's general election campaign indicates that political 
coverage has been "almost free" of partisan ideological bias. 

According to study director Michael J. Robinson, the 
research, supported by The George Washington University and 
the American Enterprise Institute, shows that on "four out 
of five measures the networks failed to exhibit any liberal 

bias in covering the 1984 campaign." 

"We have now analyzed 161 campaign pieces appearing on 
network evening news during the first two weeks of the general 
campaign," says assistant director Maura Clancey. "And," 
according to Clancey, "in only one area was there any evidence 
whatever that the networks cover the politicians in a partisan 
or liberal way." 

Robinson noted that the Media Analysis Project used five 
tests for partisan bias: 

• Time allocations to the two tickets, Reagan-Bush and 
Mondale-Ferraro 

• Press tone , a measure of the good press/bad press ratio 
afforded the Democrats versus the Republicans 






• Balance in quotations , a measure of the extent to which 
the networks quote both sides when covering issues 

• Bias in conclusion , a test as to whether the journalist 
reaches a liberal or conservative conclusion about 

the issues being discussed 

• Balance hy adjective , an assessment of how often the 
reporters use the terms "liberal," "conservative," 

■far right," "leftist," etc. 


"On all standards but the last," claims Robinson, "the networks 
showed neither a liberal nor a conservative bias. For the 
most part it was, and is, a non-partisan coverage in this 
general campaign." 

The data for the first two full weeks of the campaign 
show that: 

• The Democratic ticket was the focus of 70 stories, 

the Republican ticket 69. Total time for Mondale-Ferraro 
was 5200 news-seconds. Total time for Reagan-Bush 
was 5500 news-seconds. 

• Press tone was actually more negative for the Democratic 
(liberal) ticket than for the Republican (conservative) 
ticket. The press index for Mondale-Ferraro was -24. 

The press index for Reagan-Bush was -9. 

• Only four stories (out of 161) had quotations "out 
of balance." 

• Only nine stories (less than 6 percent) reached a stated 
or implied conclusion about policy issues—six supported 
the "liberal" position, three the "conservative" position.

"But," says Clancey, "on our last measure the ^etwofks did 
seem to slip a bit in the way they used ideological labels. 

There were 18 references in these reports to the 'right' or 
'right wing' or to 'conservatives,' or words like that. Yet 
virtually none of these pieces talked about 'liberals' or 
'the left.'" 





■The networks," Robinson explained, "portrayed two parties 
on the evening news—the conservative party and the Democratic 
party. It was a slightly 'partisan vocabulary' that the networks 
presented." 

Clancey, however, notes that with the press index proving 
so much more negative toward the Democrats, any clear pattern 
of liberal or partisan bias just doesn't exist. "In fact," 
she says, "the networks may be even less biased politically 
than the figures suggest. Six of the nine pieces that reached 
a partisan conclusion were commentaries, and commentaries 
are allowed to be subjective about the issues." 

"We do wish that the networks would quit referring to 
Lowell Weicker as a 'moderate,'" concludes Robinson. "And 
it might be better if they stopped using these types of adjectives 
altogether, or at least apply the label 'liberal' once in 
awhile. But let's give the networks credit where deserved. 

Real partisan bias is one sin the network news people are 
not committing in this Reagan/Mondale campaign."

TOPIC: DOMESTIC SPENDING, SOCIAL POLICY, THE "FAIRNESS ISSUE" 

"Not since the inauguration of Franklin Roosevelt's New Deal have 
political views regarding government's role in promoting social welfare been 
so polarized," says Sar A. Levitan, George Washington University Research 
Professor of Economics. "The nation stands at a crossroads in 1984." 

In his recently published book, "Beyond the Safety Net: Reviving the 
Premise of Opportunity in America," Dr. Levitan examines in detail the views 
of President Reagan and the policies of his administration in the areas of 
poverty, unemployment, welfare, and the impact of federal social welfare 
expenditures on economic growth. 

The text also includes a documented record of the achievements of federal 
social welfare programs—including initiatives such as child nutrition, compensa¬ 
tory education for the disadvantaged, and employment and training efforts which 
have been threatened by the Reagan budget cuts.
